An appeal to corporations for ac- 
lve assistance in prosecuting St. 
lair County tax grafters was is- 
yed at Belleville today by State’s 
‘orney Louis P. Zerweck. 

The State’s Attorney, who, with 
sistant Attorney-General J. J. 
eiger, will conduct the grand jury 
nvestigation, gave the following 
tatement to the press: 

‘The inquiry of graft in St. Clair 
ounty indicates a well-formed con- 
piracy of public officials and oth- 
rs to extort money by means of 
hreat of increased valuations from 
most all of the large corporations 
ff the county. 

“It appears that the corporations 
re the ones who have been 
ronged in this particular instance. 
he high-jacking of St. Clair Coun- 
y corporations by means of in- 
midation and threats is similar 
n operation to the technique of the 
xtortionist, who threatens to de- 
troy your property unless money 
paid. 

“If the corporations and men 
ho were wronged and robbed give 
the law-enforcement agencies of St. 
fair County their co-operation, 
here will be no doubt of the re- 
uit obtained by the investigation, 
nd this sort of graft and high- 
sacking can be stopped. 

“With such co-operation every 
milty person connected with -the 
raft can and will be sent to the 
penitentiary.”

Dickmann said Robert B. Brooks, 
Director of Streets and Sewers un- 
der Mayor Miller, whose friends 
have been trying to have him re- 
tained, would not be reappointed.

MOSCOW, April 17.—Prosecutor 
Andrey Vishinsky today recom- 
mended dismissal of the charges 
against Albert W. Gregory but in- 
sisted on the conviction of five 
other British engineers of the Met- 
ropolitan-Vickers Electrical Co, as 
“spies, saboteurs and bribers.” Ihe 
other British defendants are Wil- 
liam L. MacDonald, who pleaded 
guilty; UL. C. Thornton, Allan 
Monkhouse, John Cushny and C. H. 


Nordwall. 

The — also asked mercy 
for two of. the 11 Russian defend- 
ants—one of the two was Madame 
Anna Kutuzova—on the ground that 
they had partially redeemed them- 
gelves by betraying the other de- 
fendants. 

He demanded the “highest penal- 
Gusev, whom he 
identified as the “main saboteur,” 
but left to the Court’s discretion 
the punishment to be assessed 
against the other prisoners, includ- 
ing the Britons.

HOUSE VOTES ARMS EMBARGO 
POWER 10 THE PRESIDENT 


Resolution Is Sent to Senate After 
Approval Is Given, 
252 to 110. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 17. — The 
House today adepted the arms em- 


| bargo resolution—granting. Presi- da 


dent Roosevelt power to prevent 
the shipment of arms to warring 
nations. The vote was 252 to 110, 

The resolution now goes to the 
Senate. 

The measure provides: “That 
whenever the President finds that 
in any part of the world conditions 
exist that the shipment of arms 
or munitions of war from countries 
which produce these commodities 
may promote or encourage the em- 
ployment of force in the course of 
a dispute or conflict between na- 
tions, and, after securing the co- 
operation of such governments as 
the President deems necessary, he 
makes proclamation thereof, ~ it 
shall be unlawful to export, or sell 
for export, except under such lim- 
itations and exceptions as the Presi- 
dent prescribes, any arms or’ -mu- 
nitions of war from any place in 
the United States to such country 
or countries as he may designate, 
until otherwise ordered by the 
President or by Congress.” 

A penalty of a $10,000 fine or 
two years imprisonment, or both is 
provided.

The com- 
pany had not paid its city, State 
and county property taxes for 1932 
because it asserted the assessment 
was excessive. It had proffered 
payment of $526,664 and was hold- 
ing the money pending decision of 
a suit for review of the assessment.

HOUSE IS LIKELY 
TO REVIVE ISSUE 


Vote Early Next Week Pre- 
dicted by Byrns—Amend- 
ments Suggested by Miss 
Perkins May Be Added.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The 
latest attempt to defeat the Black 
30-hour week bill, by tacking onto 
it an embargo against foreig: 
goods, was frustrated today when 
the Senate, by a vote of 52 to 32. 
rejected a motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the bill was passed 
nearly two weeks ago. It now goes 
to the House. 
Although the motion to recon- 

sider was made by Senator Tram- 
mell, Florida Democrat, most of its 
support came from the Republican 
side. Of the Missouri delegation. 
Senator Bennett Clark, Democrat 
voted for the bill, while Roscoe Pat- 
terson, Republican, voted to recon- 
sider it. Clark has been one of the 
leaders in the fight for the mea- 
sure. 

Today’s action put an end to the 
strange filibuster which conserva- 
tive Republican Senators waged 
against the Black bill last week 
under the guise of making lengthy 
speeches on the farm bill, which 
was the business pending before 
the Senate. After three days of 
that, Senator Robinson, the Dem- 
cratim leader, served notice Satur- 
day that unless an agreement was 
reached to vote on the Trammell 
motion early this afternoon, he 
would move to table it. 

This drastic step proved to be 
unnecessary. An agreement to vote 
was reached soon after the Senate 
met today, and the ballot actually 
was taken 40 minutes before the 
time agreed upon. This unusual 
circumstance arose from the fact 
that friends of the bill, knowing 
they had ample votes to defeat the 
Trammell motion, wasted no time 
making speeches about it. 

Senator Hatfield (Rep.), West 
Virginia, author of the move to 
place an embargo on foreign prod- 
ucts, consumed most of the time. 
He declared that the establishment 
of the 30-hour week in American 
industry would raise the costs of 
production so much that foreign 
manufacturers, employing cheap la- 
bor at long hours, would be able to 
flood this country with their prod- 
ucts. Thus, he said, unless the em- 
bargo feature was added to the bill, 
it would increase unemployment in 
this country instead of reducing it. 

He did not reply to the argu- 
ment which has been made by sup- 
porters of the bill—namely, that the 
proper way of dealing with the 
probiem of foreign competition is 
thorugh tariffs and trade agree- 
ments. 

Senator Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
author of the measure, concluded 
the discussion with a terse remark. 

“No honest friend of this bill will 
vote for the motion to reconsider,” 
he said. “All of us know that the 
embargo feature would be a load 
which the bill could never carry.” 

Indications were that the bill 
would come before the House early 
next week. Representative Byrns 
of Tennessee, the Democratic lead- 
er, told the writer that he knew of 
business which would postpone ac- 
tion to a later date, and that if the 
administration wished the House to 
move promptly, it would do so. The 
administration does,as Democratic 
Senate leaders learned Saturday.

And all this in Garber, described 
in its letterheads (“Mrs. Ada_ B. 
Clodfelter, Owner”) as “Situated in 
the Heart of the Ozarks, where 
Hope, Health and Happiness ire 
Mirrored in the Rosy Dawn, and 
where Every Gorgeous Sunset 


of the 


| Floods the Hills with Peace and 


Contentment.” 

Mrs. Clodfelter, owner, Mayor 
and postmistress of this village in 
the “Shepherd of the Hills” coun- 
try—made famous by Harold Bell 
Wright’s novel—died last January. 
Part of her funeral expenses were 
paid with household goods. Jack- 
son, promoter of her Community 
Church and Alta Vista Home for 
the aged, had skipped three months 
earlier, leaving a trail of worthless 


jchecks and unpaid bills. 


No service has been held in the 
church except Mrs. Clodfelter’s fu- 
neral. There is no prospect that 
any ever will be held there, for the 
hill people go now a few miles east 
to the new Sycamore Log Church, 
with its pulpit hewn from a single 
leg and its quotation from the 
Psalms burned in a red cedar slab. 

On the Garber hillside, facing a 
slope of Dewey Bald, dotted now 
with phiox and verbenas, Mrs. Clod- 
felter’s rock church stands unfin- 
ished. Down in the valley beside 
Roark Creek the abandoned can- 
nery that was to be her “Alta 
Vista” home is a cannery still. In 
the two white-washed cottages be- 
side the church her husband, Cor- 
nelius H. Clodfelter, and two fami- 
tees, lured by iridescent bubbles 
that have burst, wonder if they can 
ever achieve the means to get out 
of Garber. 

Ex-Convict Enters Scene. 

Mrs. Clodfelter, they are willing 
to concede, was an earnest if hardly 
practical woman. But they are in- 
clined to believe that Jackson was 
less concerned with the Biblical in- 
junction to “Feed my sheep” than 
with fleecing them. 

Tall, gray-haired, courteous and 
benevolent in appearance, Jackson 
had a habit of mailing worthless 
sight drafts that sent him three 
times to Federal penitentiary. It 
was from the penitentiary, in his 
second term, that he communicated 
with Mrs. Clodfelter in 1927, soon 
after she had traded Kansas prop- 
erty for the ll-acre Ozark town- 
site and succeeded J. K. Ross, the 
“Old Matt” of Wright’s novel, in the 
post office. 

Released in the following May, 
Jackson appeared in Garber, bub- 
bling with schemes. Money, money, 
they had to have more money, he 
cried. He had $20,000 in bonds in 
Boston, he confided. He would go 
to Detroit to investigate prospécts 
there, and, if they failed, would ob- 
tain some of his own funds in 
Boston. 

A month later Garber learned 
that Jackson, who said he was a 
graduate of Oxford and of Rush 
Medical College, had been arrested 
in East St. Louis for practicing: his 
customary swindle on mail-order 
houses. He was sent to Leaven- 
vorth penitentiary for five years. 
But, as he wrote in Mrs. Clod- 
felter’s “Buzzer Magazine” in 1930, 
“Man has the power, to defeat the 
mental lapse that caused his fall. 
A broken reputation is only a 
means to get a firmer hold on the 
worthwhile things and try again.” 


Promotion From Behind Bars. 


And so, from the penitentiary, he 
continued to contribute voluminous- 
ly to the magazine and to direct 
the promotion of various Garber 
plans. Also, he continued to write 
to Mrs. Clodfelter of pleasant: hours 
together. There he called her “my 
}girlie” and sometimes “my bad 
girlie.” In the magazine he wrote 
of her as “my adopted daughter.” 
And he planned to return when he 
was released May 23, 1932. 

On June 1, he announced, he 
would begin -publication, with a 
“seventy-sixth birthday.number,” of 
“my State and National Weekly 
Newspaper,” to be incorporated for 
$25,000 and called “Jackson's Na- 
tional Democrat.” He had letter- 
heads printed in that name, sent 
out circulars offering 75 cents com- 
mission on each $2 subscription, and 
solicited politicians for “assistance.” 
But the July issue of the “Buzzer” 
announced that: “Owing to some 
misunderstanding econcerning 
freight accommodations at Garber 
—making it impossible to unload 
building materials, heavy presses, 
etc.”—the “National Democrat” 
would not appear until later. “When 
I came here in May,” he added, “I 
did so with the full intention of 
putting in between $50,000 and $300,- 
000 in development operations.” — 
How Some Contributions Were Got. 
The same issue included a list of 
subscriptions to the Community 
Church, concluding, “and from 
Branson business people, $22.” 
There were some “contributions” 
outside the list, for, even in that

that “Fortune-chasing promoters, 
get-rich-quick schemers and other 
questionable adventurers are not 
wanted.” Another was a sharehold- 
er’s certificate in the Alta Vista 
home. “Authorized capital, $50,- 
000,” it boasted. Five shares at 
$100 each, $5 down, were to entitle 
any aged person to enter the home 
as a life member, and 500 shares 
were to be sold “in the next two 
years.” 

This was in 1932. The magazine 
had been enlarging on the scheme, 
and, as early as 1930, although “our 
plans for this work are not yet ful- 
ly laid,” was ready to “welcome 
communication from all those who 
desire to participate.” Garber peo- 
ple do not know how many “mem- 
berships” Jackson sold, if any, or 
whether he has stopped soliciting 
them, but they noted with interest 
a recent letter in a Kansas City 
newspaper, declaring that the Gar- 
ber projects were still under way. 


How Jackson Operated. 


The fact is, said the two families 
stranded at Garber, that the most 
important project now afoot there 
is tomorrow’s dinner. And that, 
they added, is by no means assured 
of success. 

Jackson, they said, had been ac- 
customed to speak of the home 
as though its activities were in 
full and benevolent swing. They 
showed a copy of a letter to a Kan- 
sas Congressman, in which the pro- 
moter, after a familiar and affec- 
tionate preliminary reference to 
the Congressman’s father, got down 
to brass tacks about “an $80 note.” 

The note Jay against “the land on 
which the administration building 
stands.” Although Jackson had 
$30 which he was generously will- 
ing’ to devoté to that purpose, and 
could obtain $10 from “other 
sources,” he had to have “$40 for 
60 days” which, he assured the 
Congressman, he would “return 
without fail.” 

Apparently “the administration 
building” referred to a farmhouse 
on the cannery property. Garber 
people could not explain the “note 
for $80,” since their impression was 
that the deal comprised a $50 down 
payment on ea purchase price of 
$150. 

The Manager’s Story. 

But the nonchalant reference to 
“the administration building,” said 
Samuel Steinfeld, was nothing to 
the descriptions with which Jack- 
son persuaded him to come to Gar- 
ber to manage the home, at $50 a 
month, lodging and board for him- 
self and wife and their three little 
girls. Steinfeld paused in his task 
of splitting firewood to relate that 
he had lived in “the administra- 
tion building” until the property re- 
verted to the original owner for 
failure to complete the purchase. 

“I read about Garber in a Kan- 
sas City newspaper and wrote to 
Mrs. Clodfelter,” Steinfeld said. 
“Jackson visited me in Kansas 
City last summer, offered me the 
job of manager, and showed me 
what he said was a picture of the 
home—a whole string of buildings 
—why, they looked like mansions 
to me. 

“When I got down here I found 
there wasn’t any home, just the 
house and the old shack down at 
the foot of the hill. And the only 
‘managing’ I did was to clean the 
trash and chase the rats out of the 
old cannery.” 

Trying to Collect for Press. 

Steinfeld has been in Garber only 
since last August. But Thomus 
Daniel arrived there three years 
ago, when Mrs. Clodfelter purchased 
his job printing equipment. He 
told the reporter that he was un- 
able to collect either the full price 
of the equipment or his wages for 
operating it, and left after a few 
months. Mrs. Clodfelter persuaded

Roy M. Bales, a Lt on 


Worse and. Is Placed in 
County Hospital. 


A 10-year-old boy who was bit- 
ten by a dog Feb. 28 is in a serious 
condition at St. Louis County Hos- 
pital suffering from rabies. Four 
adult neighbors who were bitten 


by the animal the same day are 
under observation there also. 

The boy is Roy M. Bales, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ear! Bales, 193 North- 
ridge drive, Riverview Gardens, St. 
Louis County. The others, who re- 
ceived Pasteur treatment today 
from Dr. Downey Harris, are Gil- 
bert Fleming, 21, 197 Northridge 
drive, a recruit at the reforestation 
camp at Jefferson Barracks who 
became ill yesterday while visiting 
his home; Charles Marhanka, 3, 
199 Northridge drive; Otto Hale, 
59, 341 Hoover drive; und Joseph 
Milkovitz, 21, 103 Fork drive. 

Man Bitten by Dog Dies. 

Bitten also was James Fieming, 
father of Gilbert, as he was at- 
tempting to force the dog to re- 
linquish its hold on Roy Bales’ 
right wrist. Fleming died April 8, 
two days after he had been ad- 
vised by Dr. L. C. Obrock, county 
Health Commissioner, that a Pas- 


teur treatment was unnecessary. 


His death certificate gave heart 
disease as the cause and a sub- 
sequent autopsy confirmed it. 

But Dr. Harris said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that a 
microscopic examination he con- 
ducted of Fleming’s brain indicated 
he died of rabies. The presence 
of the disease, he said, would not 
be indicated through an autopsy. 

Dr. Obrock said. he based his ad- 
vice on a laboratory report which 
certified that the dog, which died 
two days after the biting, was not 
afflicted with rabies. The biting 
was not reported to him until the 
dog died, he said, and knowledge 
that the elder Fleming was bitten 
did not come to him until Fleming 
sought advice. 

Cites Report on the Dog. 

Dr. Obrock said that after learn- 
ing all those bitten had been ex- 
amined by private physicians and 
had their wounds cauterized, he did 
not advise the serum treatment, 
particularly in view of the labora- 
tory report on the dog. Had they 
insisted on receiving the _ treat- 
ment, he asserted, it would have 
been administered. 

The dog, a German _ shepherd, 
lived in the neighborhood. Earl 
Bales, an unemployed metal work- 
er, reported at the hospital today 
for examination although he was 
not bitten. 

His son complained last Friday 
of an ache in his right arm, but 
went to school only to find that he 
was unable to use it to write. He 
was unable to sleep that night. 
craved, but was unable to drink 
water the next day and was re- 
moved to the hospital Saturday 
night.

Court Acts on Basis of 
‘Statement Attributed to 
Chief Defense Lawyer for 
Alabama Negro. 


By the Associated Press. ; . 

DECATUR, Ala., April 17.—Trials 
of eight Negroes charged with at- 
tacking two white women on & 
freight train near Scottsboro, Ala., 
were postponed indefinitely today 
by Judge James E. Horton after he 
assailed a criticism of 
Alabama jurymen in a published 
statement attributed to Samuel Lei- 
bowitz, chief of defense counsel. 
Judgé Horton said a fair trial at 

time would be impossible. 

his action came after Judge 
Horton had sentenced Heywood 
Patterson, first of the Negroes to 
be retried and convicted, to die in 
the electric chair June 16. 

Judge Horton from the bench 
read from the Decatur Daily, pub- 
lished here, a statement from At- 
torney-General Thomas E. Knight 
Jr. of Alabama, taking issue with 
a purported statement of Leibowitz 
as printed in the New York Herald- 
Tribune. 

This printed statement quoted 
Leibowitz as follows: 

“If you ever saw those creatrues; 
those bigots, whose mouths are 
slits in their faces, whose eyes pop 
out at you like frogs, whose chins 
drip tobacco juice, bewhiskered 
and filthy, you would not ask how 
they could do it.” 

Reason for Statement. 

This statement was purported to 
have been made in response to a 
question as to how the jury, trying 
Patterson, found him _ guilty on 
Sunday, April 9. 

Knight in his reply, printed in 
the Decatur paper, had said: 

“If this statement was made by 
Leibowitz it can only be taken as 
a wail of a loser. Particularly in 
view of the fact that in his address 
to the jury (in the Patterson 
case) he lauded the people of Mor- 
gan County and the members of 
the jury to.the skies.” 

“I do not know whether the lead- 
ing counsel for the defendant made 
the statement imputed to him,” 
Judge Horton said. “I am not stat- 
ing that he did, but so far as it 
might influence this trial, it could 
make little difference whether he 
actually said it or not. The effect 
will be the same. The published 
statment was uncalled for. It was 
addressed to a panel of highly in- 
telligent jurors, and men who 
wished to do what was right in 
the,case. The statement of itself 
of nécessity must make impossible 
any just and impartial verdict. The 
accused Negro must be a victim 
of this statement. His leading at- 
torney would be a millstone about 
his neck. 

“No court regardful of its duty 
to see that trials must be fair and 
impartial could under such baneful 
influences permit the trial of this 
case to proceed at the present time. 
It, therefore becomes the unques- 
tioned duty of this court at the 
present time, to enter of its own 
motion a continuance of this case 
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after testifying that all she 
knew of her husband’s whereabouts 
was what she read in the news- 
papers.

Insists Trial Was Fair. 

Knight was on his feet immedi- 
ately.

“I cannot stand by and hear that 
jury maligned. No, we aren’t bi- 
gots in the South.

I have no 
apologies to offer for my reply to 
that statement.” 

Judge Horton, nodded and said, 
“we understand that, My state- 
ment clearly infers that the de 
fendants’ chief counsel was at 
fault. It is the duty of the court 
to see that the defendant has a fair 
trial.” 

“I quite agre with the Court that 
no fair trial could be held,” Joseph 
R. Brodsky, chief of counsel in the 
absence of Leibowitz who was ex- 
pected here tomorrow, said. “I 
don’t believe Leibowitz made that 
statement. 

“Leibowitz’s view is that in De- 
catur and the South the white 
workers are imbued with the idea 
of white supremacy, and that only 
in union of the white and Negro 
workers warring against the ruling 
class can they gain their ends.” 

Knight, with pounding of his fist 
on a table, entered an objection 
“to such orations in a courtroom 
in Alabama,” and Judge 
halted Brodsky. 

Attorney-General’s Statement. 


After the courtroom had been 


cleared, Knight issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Of course, if the Court thinks a 
defehdant cannot have a fair trial, 
I must bow to his wishes. 

“Furthermore, I could not want 
to try a case before a court and 
in a county where the Judge 
thought that a defendant could 
not have a fair trial. 

“The people of Morgan County 
have been fair and would be fair. 
Leibowitz created this situation by 
the slurs attributed to him. | 

“When slurs are cast upon the 
people of this State, so long as I 
have a voice I shall resent the 
same officially and unofficially. 

“Social equality cannot be advo- 
cated in my presence.” 

“So long as I sit on this bench, 
every defendant, white or black, 
shall have a fair trial,” Judge Hor- 
ton said. 

Under Alabama law no further 
change of venue is in order since 
the statute provides for only one 
change to be made. Judge Horton 
said an act of the Legislature 
would be necessary to transfer the 
cases from Morgan County, and left 
uncertain the date of the new trial. 
The next Criminal Court term is 
in July. 

Brodsky gave notice of an appeal 
to the Alabama Supreme Court, 
which on March 2, 1932, affirmed 
the first death sentence. Judge 
Horton then granted a suspension 
of sentence pending appeal. 

“We have information that the 
(Patterson) jury received telephone 
calls while in the trial,” Brodsky 
said. “They did,” said Bailiff Brit- 
nell when the Judge asked if any 
of the jurors talked over the tele- 
phone, “with my permission.” 

A motion to set aside the verdict 
wsa entered by Brodsky.

A Coroner's verdict of accident 
was returned today in the death 


] of John Heusner, 72-year-old labor- 


er for the Police Department who 
was killed in the Mounted District 
stables yesterday when a whippet 
gun, held by Patrolman Frederick 
R. Merz, wag inadvertently dis- 


charged. 5 

Merz had grasped the weapon by 
the barrel and was removing it 
from the front seat of a police 
scout car, when the trigger caught 
in the upholstery. The load lacer- 
ated the little finger of Merz’s. 
right hand, and two pellets grazed 
his abdomen. 

Heusner, standing behind him, 
was struck in the right shoulder 
with the full force of the load. He 
was pronounced dead when taken 
to city hospital. . 

Police are investigating to learn 
how it came about that a cartridge 
was in the chamber of the gun. 
There is a standing order that the 
chambers of whippet guns are to be 
left empty until the guns are made 
ready for action when it is a simple

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Industrial Survey Puts Increase 
at 1,000,000— Estimate Be- 
fore Congress 6,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. : 

NEW YORK, April 17—The Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board 
estimated today that a 30-hour 
week for the mining and manufac- 
turing industry, as proposed in the 
Black bill in Congress, would in- 
crease employment by about 1,000,- 
000. Estimates before Congress 
placed the figure at 6,000,000, 

The board’s estimate was based 
on reports from more than 1000 
manufacturing establishments, 
which in February employed about 
one-sixth of the ind workers 
who had jobs. The reports covered 
35 divisions of manufacturing in- 
dustry and showed average hours 
per week to be 326 for February. 
Hours in the textile finishing group 
were 44, as compared to 16.9 in iron 
and steel. These two figures rep- 
resented the range in the 35 di- 
visions. 

To arrive at ite estimate of 1,- 
000,000 additional employes, the 
conference board said it segregated 
“the reports of plants working long- 
er than a 30-hour week and com- 
puted the number of additional 
workers that presumably would be 
required to deliver the number of 
man-hours of work reported if the 
week were reduced to 30 hours.” 

“On the assumption,” the board 
said, “that the plants covered rep- 
resent a fair sample of manufac- 
turing industry, the resulting fig- 
ure for the additional number of 
workers that would be required by 
all manufacturing industry, if 
plants were held to a maximum of 
30 hours, is 863,655. 

‘If mining industry, also cov- 
ered by the Black bill, is assumed 
to be operating at about the same 
rate as manufacturing—a liberal 
assumption in the light of condi- 
tions in the mining industries—an 
additional 113,157 would be required, 
making a total of 976,812 that pre- 
sumably would be employed as a 
result of the enactment of this 
measure.”

JAMES SLEVIN, FORMER DEPUTY 
SHERIFF IN COUNTY, DIES 


Figured as Prosecution Witness 
Against Egan Gangsters in 
Mail Holdup Trial. 

. James Slevin, guard in\ the Elec- 
tion Commissioner’s office in Clay- 
ton and former Deputy Sheriff and 
Deputy Constable for St. Louis 
County, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease at his home in Fenton today. 

He was 53 years old. 

Slevin, who served as deputy un- 
der Sheriffs John Willmann and 
Al Wilmas, ‘was known among the 
resorts and cottages along the Mer- 
amec River and was frequently 
called the “policeman of the Mer- 
amec.” He figured as a witness in 
the prosecution of members of the 
Egan gang for the mail truck rob- 
bery on the night of April 2, 1923. 
A license plate from the auto used 
in the robbery and subsequently 
found in the Meramec was turned 
over to Slevin, who deposited it in 
the Sheriff's office. There it dis- 
appeared and was not discovered 
again until seven of the robbers 
had been sentenced. 

Slevin is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Lillian Slevin, two sons, and 
a daughter. Funeral services will 
be held Thursday from the Koch 
undertaking establishment in Fen- 
ton. 


$2000 SENT TO CITY HOSPITAL 
FOR DR.W.D, HORTON MEMORIAL 


Relative of Confederate Army Phy- 
sician Provided $4000; Rest of 
Fund to Be Sent Later. 

Hospital Commissioner Lohr to- 
day received a check for $2000, 
representing one-half of a bequest 
by Miss Edith Lee Knowles Horton 
to establish a free bed at City Hos- 
pital in memory of Dr. W. D. Hor- 
ton. 

Miss Horton died in the East in 
December, 1931, and about a year 
ago Dr. Lohr was notified by the 
Rhode Island Hospital Trust Co. 
of Providence, that $4000 had been 
left for a permanent bed at St. 
Louis City Hospital. His efforts 
to learn more about the donor 
brought only the information that 
she was a relative of Dr. Horton, 
a surgeon in the Confederate Army. 
What interest the family had in 
St. Louis could not be determined. 

Dr. Lohr, after making arrange- 
ments to carry out the conditions 
of the bequest, received half the 
legacy today, and was assured that 
the second $2000 would be sent as/|§ 
soon as Miss Horton's estate was i} 
settled.

Can Be Expected to Permit—Past 
Decisions Are Cited. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 


Chief Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—It has 


been disclosed at the White House 


that President Roosevelt is willing 
to go as far in the diréction of 
minimum wage legislation as the 
Constitution will permit. He has 
asked Senators interested in the 
subject to examine into the consti- 
tutionality of such legislation. 

The question is pertinent because 
of its bearing on the Black bill to 
reduce hours of labor. It is rec- 
ognized that, if the Black bill or 
something akin to it should be 
passed without provision for an 
adequate wage scale, the result 
might simply be a spreading of 
work which would place upon the 
workers who are now fortunate 
enough to have jobs the whole bur- 
den of taking care of those who are 
now jobless. In that event no con- 
tribution from the wages of capital 
would be required. 

Senator Black says there would 
be no general lowering of wages. 
This is a matter of opinion. His 
contention is at least open to 
doubt. 

Out of this doubt arises the be- 
lief of many students of the prob- 
lem that any enforced lowering of 
the hours of labor must be accom- 
panied with some device to prevent 
general wage reductions. That the 
President favors the minimum 
wage principle is clear. He is look- 
ing for a method whereby the prin- 
ciple can be applied within the 
Constitution. 

What Would the Court Say? 

Naturally, the suggestion has 
been made, along with many oth- 
ers, that Congress should enact a 
mandatory minimum wage law. 
The Supreme Court, it is argued, 
would follow the trend of the times 
and uphold such a law. 

“It is now the opinion of many,” 
Miss Frances Perkins, the Secre- 
tary of Labor, has said, “that reg- 
ulation of hours of work of men as 
well as of women and children 
would be held constitutional be- 
cause of the present industrial 
emergency. If that is true, a min- 
imum wage also would be held con- 
stitutional on the same reasoning.” 

When it is pointed out that past 
decisions of the court do not en- 
courage this belief, the answer is 
made that the personnel of the 
court has changed greatly in recent 
years. It is said that the “liberal” 
wing of the court (loosely so-called) 
has received additions that occa- 
sionally make it the majority wing. 

This is a point to be given 
weight, but how much weight is 
highly problematical. 

About the Adamson Act. 

Previous decisions of the court, 
taken alone, support the view that 
a minimum wage law would be de- 
clared unconstitutional. It is true 
that the court’ sustained = the 
Adamson act, on the ground that 
it was regulation of a business 
charged with a public interest, and 
that the act carried with it, in ad- 
dition to the eight-hour day for 
railroad workers, a scale of mini- 
mum wages. But these wages were 
fixed for only a limited period, un- 
til the contending parties could 
agree upon a scale of their own. 
The court in its opinion emphasized 
that the enforced scale was tem- 
porary, “leaving the employers and 
employes free as to the subject of 
wages to govern their relations by 
their own agreements after the spe- 
cified time.” 

The court said that “the right to 


fix by agreement between the car- 
rier and its employes a standard 
of wages to control their relations 
is primarily private.” 

Even though the decision of the 
court was thus carefully qualified, 
there were four members who dis- 
sented from the majority finding, 
and two of these, Justices Van De- 
vanter and McReynolds, are still 
on the bench. The minority held 
that the act was an unconstitu- 
tional invasion of property rights. 

District of Columbia Case. 

But the chief support for the be- 
lief that a minimum wage law 
would be overturned is found in 
the court’s decision invalidating 
the act of 1918 which fixed a mini- 
mum wage scale for women and 
children in the District of Colum- 
bia. The decision was by 5 to 3. 
The majority was composed of Jus- 
tices McKenna, Van Devanter, Mc- 
Reynolds, Sutherland and Butler, 
the last four of whom are still on 
the bench. Dissenting were Chief 
Justice Taft and Justices Sanford 
and Holmes. Because of his previ- 
ous activity as a lawyer, in behalf 
of minimum wage legislation, Jus- 
tice Brandeis took no part in the 
case. 

The majority of the court held 
that the law was an undue inter- 
ference with freedom of contract. 

Speaking for the majority, Jus- 
tice Sutherland cited, among many 
others, the Adamson railroad labor 
case and pointed out the narrow- 
ness of its application. 

The opinion drew an_ essential 
distinction between laws fixing the 
hours of labor and laws fixing a 
minimum wage. 

“The authority to fix hours of 
labor,” it said, “cannot be exer- 
cised except in respect of those oc- 
cupations where work of long-con- 
tinued duration is detrimental to 
health. This Court has been care- 
ful in every case where the ques- 
tion has been raised to place its 
decision upon this limited author- 
ity of the Legislature to regulate 
hours of labor and to disclaim any 
purpose to uphold the legislation 
as fixing wages, thus recognizing 
an essential difference between the 
two. It seems plain that these de- 
cisions afford no real support for 
any form of law establishing mini- 
mum wages.” 

The Public Welfare. 

Again, the opinion said: “Tf, in 
the interest of the public welfare, 
the police power may be invoked 
to justify the fixing of a minimum 
wage, it may, when the public wel- 
fare is thought,to require it, be in- 
voked to justify a maximum wage. 
The power to fix high wages can- 
notes, by like course of reasoning, 
the power to fix low wages. If, in 
the face of the guaranties of the 
fifth amendment, this form of leg- 
islation shall be legally justified, 
the field for the operation of the 
police power will have been widen- 
ed to a great and dangerous de- 
gree.” 

It is to be noted that this de- 
cision related to an act fixing a 
minimum wage not for all labor 
but only for women and children. 

Would the Supreme Court now, 
in view-of changed conditions and 
the present emergency uphold a 
more far-reaching wage law than 
the one invalidated by the Court in 
1923? The question invites specu- 
lation, but it can be settled only 
by the Court itself. 

Senator Black agreed today that 
in order to uphold minimum wage 
legislation, the Court would have 
to reverse itself.

MANY JOBHOLDER 


Promise of ‘Spartan Frugal- 


solidation of Bureaus of 
Trivial Nature.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 
17.—Unable to withstand the ex- 
igenties of politics, the Park ad- 
ministration has found itself pow- 
erless the carry into practice the 
campaign pledges to oust the 
“Iqinge lizards” -rom the capitol 
and inaugurate ‘an era of “Spartan 
frugality” in State affairs, so tas- 
ily and glibly made last fall. 

Though within a few days of ad- 
journment the Legislature has 
failed to reduce the number of 
State employes or to permanently 
curtail any State activity. It has 
effected a material reduction in the 
State budget for the years 1933 
and 1934, but only to the.extent of 
bringing the authorized expendi- 
tures within the amount of the 
greatiy reduced revenues. There 
has been no provision for perma- 
nent savings of State funds. 

The “lounge lizards,” Governor 
Park’s designation of the excess 
and useless employes, will continue 
in as great if not greater numbers 
than in the past. Their pay checks 
will be about 10 per cent lower than 
those of their Republican prede- 
cessors, but there are no jindica- 
tions that any of the jobs will be 
left vacant. 

Park Locks His Door. 

The Governor has had more than 
35,000 applications for the 7,500 
jobs which he and his departmental 
heads are authorized to fill. The 
pressure on him has been tre- 
mendous. For two months he has 
had his main office door locked 
and the job hunters have not been 
able even to get into the office of 
his secretary. A few persistent 
ones have gained entrance by the 
discovery that there is a somewhat 
devious and private way. But the 
crowd has been shut out. This is 
the first administration in at least 
30 years, and probably in the his- 
tcry of the State, that the Gov- 
ernor has locked his door against 
the faithful of the party. 

Instead of abolishing jobs the 
Governor has even suggested a 
time or two that a new job be cre- 
ated. At his request the House 
voted a $1500-year appropriation 
for a “hostess-matron” for the 
Capitol, a new position, but the 
Senate struck it out. 

Faced with a revenue shortage 
of about $4,000,000 for 1933 and 1934 
from the preceding biennium, the 
Legislature was forced to make 
drastic cuts in the appropriations. 
The Tax Commission has estimat- 
ed that less than $15,000,000 will be 
received into the general revenue 
fund for the general administra- 
tive expenses of the State, and the 
Senate is now engaged in lower- 
ing appropriations in the House 
bills to hold expenditures within 
that figure. 

In addition to the general reve- 
nue fund the State has large re- 
ceipts. from special sources and 
from these many State functions 
are operated. 

A $3,317,823 Reduction. 

So far the Senate has passed 
nine appropriation bills carrying a 
total of $9,973,691 from the general 
revenue, a reduction from the ap- 
propriation two years ago for the 
Same purposes of $3,317,823. 

In addition these bills carry ap- 
propriations from special funds 
amounting to $104,722,328 which is 
$39,312,626 less than the appropria- 
tion two years ago for the same 
purposes .None of this money with 
the exception of blind pensions and 
interest on the State debt comes 
from direct taxes and the amount 
of the expenditures from these spe- 
cial funds does not affect taxes for 
general State purposes. It comes 
from the issuance of road bonds, 
automobile licenses and gasoline 
taxes, earnings of industries in the 
penitentiary and many other 
sources. 

There have been some consolida- 
tions of minor State departments, 
but in almost every instance of 
the abolition of a department the 
duties have been transferred to an- 
other bureau and’the costs of op- 
eration will change little. 

A law has been passed for a bet- 
ter budget system and another law 
creating a State purchasing agent. 
It has been estimated that an hon- 
est and efficient purchasing agent 
can save the State at least $250,- 
000 a year. The effectiveness of

Against Roosevelt Farm Bill. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial of April 9, under the 
heading, “An Unfortunate Alliance in 
Farm Relief,” voices the fears of millions 
of thinking people throughout the United 
States. . 

The distrust of this proposed farm re- 
lief measure is based not so much upon 
the fear of the abuse of dictatorial 
powers to be conferred upon the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture as it is upon the fear 
that the adoption of wholly new, untried 
and experimental methods to lift the ag- 
ricultural interests out of the morass may 
result not only in failure, but may in- 
volve the Government in enormous finan- 
cial loss. I have in mind the complete 
collapse of the effort of the Farm Board 
to stabilize the prices of cotton and wheat 
by buying up the surplus of these prod- 
ucts, ignoring the patent fact that these 
purchases did not remove the surplus 
products from the market and that, as 
long as they were unconsumed, they re- 
mained potentially on the market, and 
therefore depressed prices instead of 
stimulating them to rise. 

The law of supply and demand is inex- 
orable and cannot be violated with im- 
punity, or without finally paying the pen- 
alty. , 

The complexities involved in the pro- 
posed measure are so great as to appear 
beyond comprehension or solution. The 
application of its provisions to the mil- 
lions of people engaged in agriculture and 
kindred pursuits, which it is proposed to 
benefit, calls for the employment of un- 
determined thousands of agents by the 
Government and opens the door to unlim- 
ited fraud and graft beyond the possible 
control of the authorities responsible for 
administration of the measure. 

Every patriotic citizen sympathizes 
with the President in the herculean task 
of restoring prosperity, not only to ag- 
riculture, but also to all industrial and 
other legitimate enterprises. On the other 
hand, no friend of the administration 
wants to see it committed to a policy or 
line of action which may prove a ghastly 
failure.

Mortgages vs. Bank Deposita. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateh: 
Ww hear a great deal recently from 

the members of Congress about the 
“inviolability of contract,” whenever it ie 
proposed to grant a moratorium on mort- 
gages to the farm or home owner; even 
though such an obligation never in recent 
years has been considered as much in 
the light of a promise-to pay as it has an 
expression of the amount to be paid, if 
the redemption clause in the mortgage 
was exercised. In other words, the deht, 
so-called, has been considered sometimes 
a sort of permanent arrangement be- 
tween lender and borrower, to be paid 
either out of the borrower's means, or 
renewed by the lender, or to be refinanced 
by shifting the burden to some other se- 
cirity buyer. 

But not one word do we hear, or if it 
is uttered, it is in a voice so faint that it 
is drowned out immediately, about the in- 
violability of contract, when it comes to 
the obligations due the depositors in 
banks by the officers who were entrusted 
with those funds. 

When a depositor puts his money in a 
bank, the relation existing between him- 
self and the bank is one of trust and 
there never was, or never should be, any 
change of this fundamental relationship 
from a moral standpoint. Of course, most 
people understand that bankers cannot 
sit back and keep on hand every dollar 
deposited with them, merely for the pur- 
pose of having it there at the will of the 
depositor. They must lend the money 
to make money to pay interest and oper- 
ating expenses, and to make profits, if 
possible. And if they have lent that 
money to a world which is going through 
a convulsion and cannot meet its obliga- 
tions on the dot, then they are entitled 
to whatever consideration the individual 
case merits. 

But to say the banks are to be forgiven 
their debts to depositors of trusted money, 
on the one hand, and on the other to 
deny the individual home owner or farm 
‘owner an extension of his mortgage, is 
,unfair, dishonest and, if pursued, will be 
terribly costly. |

Discussions as to whether inflation is desirable, 
and what its consequences would be, often get us 
nowhere, because the disputants are not in agreement 
as to what they mean by inflation. When one person 
states that inflation is essential to recovery, another 
that it is suicidal and would bring us to the situa- 
tion of Germany a decade ago, and a third that it is 
futile, because it will have no effect on prices, it will 
be found that they are giving different connotations 
ito the word inflatton. Sometimes the word is used 
to designate an upward movement of prices, whatever 
the cause; sometimes a policy of easy money by the 
banks, regardless of the effect on prices, and some- 
times direct governmental action through the issue of 


jlarge amounts of inconvertible paper money. | 


It is in terms of money that economic adjustments 
are made, and that prosperity or depression manifests 
itself. When prices fall so that operations are no 
longer profitable, production is curtailed, purchases 
reduced and men laid off. The result is depression 
and unemployment. It is only after a painful process | 
of readjustment that wages and the prices of differ- 
ent types of commodities are again brought into an 
equilibrium that makes production profitable. 
There is one thing, however, that will not adjust. 
That is indebtedness, A stabilization of prices at the 
present level might be an acceptable solution for 
those who are fortunate enough to have few debts, 
but for millions of farmers, for many railroads and 
utilities and for great numbers of business men, it 
can mean nothing but bankruptcy. A process of “re- 
covery” achieved by passing the property of a large 
part of our citizens through the courts and Sheriffs’ 
sales would be a mockery. 

It is now recognized on almost every hand that 
some upward movement of general prices is necessary 
if this is to be avoided. In this sense, there is agree- 
ment on the proposition that we must have inflation; 
in this sense, it is inevitable that we shall have in- 
flation, The only question is: How is this upward 
movement of prices, this inflation, to be achieved? 

We cannot ignore the fact that to distressed debtors 
it is a matter of small concern why prices happen to 
be low, or what measures are taken to raise them. 
The demand for direct action to inflate the currency 
will be brought forward with renewed vigor if present 
policies do not start an upward movement of prices 
within a few months. If such inflationist sentiment 
becomes dominant in Congress, there is not going to 
be any nice weighing of the relative advantages or 
disadvantages of alternative methods, or the conse- 
quences of an inflation that should get out of hand. 
Whether relief is sought in the free coinage of silver, 
the issue of paper money or a reduction in the gold 
content of the dollar is likely to be a matter of in- 
difference to the growing legion of debtors. 

The great increase in the purchasing power of gold 
since 1929 has brought widespread support to the 
view that the present price situation is the result 
of an inadequate supply of gold. Yet the surprising 
fact is that in the last four years, while the volume 
of business had declined greatly, the world’s supply 
of monetary gold has increased at a rate unprece- 
dented in history. The present price situation is not 
the result of a shortage of gold, but of a failure to 
use properly the existing supply as a basis for credit. 
The restoration of confidence in our banking system, 
the unshackling of world trade, a balancing of gov- 
ernmental budgets, a settlement of the war debts and 
a feeling of political stability, are important factors 
in a more effective utilization of the existing basis 
of credit. 

The policies of the Roosevelt administration, and 
its willingness to participate in a world economic 
conference, where real issues will not be taboo, augur 
well for the achievement of these conditions. If con- 
fidence is restored and the channels of trade opened, 
and profitable business opportunities give the impetus 
to credit expansion, the way has been paved for an

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SHOWING UP SHAW. 

“Somebody ought to show George Bernard Shaw 
up,” wrote an English woman many years ago, but 
nobody, so far as we know, has resolutely undertaken 
the task.

Ostensibly a 
dramatist, by avocation a waspish critic, Shaw has 
made a profession of holding the world in contempt; 
it has yielded him fun, fame and fortune, also a repu- 
tation for originality.

Shaw is an im- 
itator. He got his cue, one may imagine, from that 
sumptuous stylist who knew it all, was as certain 
of the future as of the past, flung off judgments from 
an endless reel, mostly adverse, and some of which 
must have made hero-worshiping London wince, even 
as the 100 per cent American has writhed . under 
Shaw’s lashing.

LOOKING TO A NATIONAL FOREST. 

A good cause survived the welter at Jefferson City 
when the Legislature sent to Gov. Park a bill looking 
to a national forest in the Ozarks. ‘The present stat- 
ute has prohibited the Federal Government from ac- 
quiring more than 2000 acres in a county. Obviously, 
this is a limitation which has kept the national 
authorities from becoming interested in an area rare- 
ly suited for a national forest. 

The bill, which is ready for the Governor's signa- 
ture, will permit the Federal Government to acquire 
25,000 acres in a county. Thus, if maximum grants 
are made of contiguous corners of four counties, a 
preserve of 100,000 acres would result. In our opin- 
ion, it would have been better to pass the Dill 
as introduced by Representative Moore of Carter 
County. Mr. Moore’s plan was to permit unlimited 
acreage and would have made possible a national 
forest in Missouri comparable to the great Federal 
tree preserves of the West. 

Senator Bales’ objection to the bill, on the ground 
that a national forest will decrease the amount of tax- 
able land in the Ozarks, may be well-intentioned, but 
it is short-sighted. A national forest will return to 
Missouri much more than is lost in tax money. The 
lifting of this unfortunate restriction is so long over- 
due that it is all the more welcome.

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POSTAL RATES TO GO DOWN. 

It was reasonable to suppose that, as soon as the 
losses resulting from 3-cent letter postage were 
brought to the attention of President Roosevelt and 
Postmaster-General Farley, action would be taken to 
remedy the situation. This has now resulted. At a 
conference with House’ leaders, it was decided to 
present immediately a bill lowering the rate on local 
letters to 2 cents. There is no chance that the Gov- 
ernment will lose money by this reduction, and there 
is a good prospect that a part of the estimated $100,- 
000,000 lost to postal revenues as a result of the mis- 
guided increase last July will be restored. 

Local mail is only a small part of the communica- 
tion that has been handicapped by the mistaken ef- 
fort to raise money, however.

ORRUPTION was so rife throughout 
(line country in the ’70s as to disgust 

honest men. As is the case far too often 
with us, however, they could not be moved 
to action so long as they themselves were 
making money, and until the moral stenches 
in one place and another became so bad 
as to be suffocating. 

New York was merely a classic example 
although, unfortunately, not the only one. 
There William H. Tweed had made himself 
head of Tammany Hall and political boss of 
the city. Almost two-thirds of the voters 
were foreign born. Using the well-known 
methods for controlling this foreign vote, 
together with false registration and illegal 
naturalizations, and in alliance with the 
Legislature at Albany, it seemed for a while 
as though Tweed were invincible. 

Of course, the ignorant and venal foreign 
voters were merely the debauched tools of 
the bosses who found their power and profit 
to rest on an alliance with the big business 
leaders. When a Mr. Gould or a Mr. Van- 
derbilt or others of that sort bought an 
Alderman or a: Senator, a franchise or a 
legislative act, they wanted to know what, 
and for how long, they were paying their 
money. They wanted to deal with an in- 
dividual who could “do business” and “de- 
liver the goods,” and from their standpoint 
the boss then, as he has since, performed a 
useful function.

Political corruption in America can never 
be wiped out until the American business 
man, large or small, ceases to seek for him- 
self the fruits of corruption. So long as 
business, autacratic and unsocial, buys what 
the boss is there to sell, and so long as 
democracy tries to clear its life by an occa- 
sional uprising at the polls against the boss 
only, the symbol of its party will properly 
remain an ass. 

Every possible source of graft on city 
contracts, selling offices, dispensing favors 
and franchises, was tapped by Tweed and 
his henchmen, and, not content with those, 
false bills were presented to the Board of 
Special Audit and paid. By the time the 
boss was overthrown in 1871, the stealings 
from the city probably had aggregated close 
to $50,000,000, if not more. But New York 
was not alon*. Pennsylvania politics, under 
the disgraced ex-Secretary of War, Simon 
Cameron, and Mat Quay, was filthy, nor 
were other states without scandals of their 
own. | 
In 1869, the slimy trail, in fact, reached 
perilously near the White House and Presi- 
dent Grant himself. From early in the war, 
the United States had been off the gold 
basis, but gold was required by business 
men for several purposes, such as the pay- 


ment of customs duties, and shipment 


abroad to settle the balance of trade. There 
was therefore a market for gold, where 
business men bought and sold it to their 
needs. As the Treasury drew in to itself 
gold through its custom duties, it was in 
the habit of selling it to keep the metal from 
going to such a premium as would make it 
difficult if not impossible for business men 
to meet such of their engagements as had

Gould conceived the idea of cornering the 
metal, buying all of the limited amount in 
the market, and forcing merchants to pay 
his price for it or go bankrupt. To succeed 
in this, he had to make sure that for the 
period of his speculation the United States 
Treasury could be kept from selling any of 
the Government supply. 

Playing on Grant’s vulgar liking for ex- 
tremely ordinary men, provided they had 
wealth and power, Gould so managed that 
Grant became the guest of himself and his 
disreputable associate, the notorious Jim 
Fisk. The two on several occasions enter- 
tained the President, who was no financier, 
and persuaded him that it would be for 
the benefit of the country if gold were tem- 
porarily at a high price in New York. They 
had also wotked on Grant’s brother-in-law, 
A. R. Corbin, whom they actually bribed 
with a share in the deal, and $25,000 cash. 


Grant, having allowed himself to become 
converted to the idea that a-higher price for 
gold would benefit the farmer, ordered 
Boutwell, the Secretary of the Treasury, not 
to sell any Government metal. It was only 
after the conspiring gamblers had forced 
the price of gold up to 163% on Friday, Sept. 
24, 1869, and the country was in a panic, 
that Grant, who had come to realize his 
mistake, allowed Boutwell to sell $4,000,000 
from the Treasury. Gould, who had got 
wind of the President’s change of mind, 
had quickly sold out on his partners, with- 
out letting them into the secret. Fisk re- 
pudiated his contracts, amounting to $70,- 
000,000, and the corner collapsed. 
remarked, it was now a case of “each man 
drag out his own corpse.” 

Meanwhile, on what came to be known 
as this “Black Friday,” hundreds of reputa- 
ble merchants had been ruined, while the 
country as a whole had faced disaster. The 
President, Mrs. Grant and his secretary, 
Horace Porter, were exonerated, but Grant's 
stupidity and his having allowed himself to 
be seen as intimate with such notorious 
crooks and swindlers as Gould and Fisk left 
a smirch that cannot easily be wiped out, 
though personally he never had any inten- 
tion of profiting himself. ,

ROOSEVELTS ATTEND 


- SERVICES INTHE RAN 


President at Cathedral; Wife 
Goes to Arlington 
Ceremony, Too.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The 
Roosevelts were represented yester- 
day at a sun-less sunrise ceremony 
in Arlington Cemetery and at serv- 
ices in the Washington Cathedral. 
Mrs. Roosevelt arose early to sit 
with a rain-soaked auditence at the 
break-of-day services conducted by 
the Knights Templar in the Marble 
Arlington Memorial amphitheater 
overlooking’ the Potomac River and 


the City of Washington. 

Later she joined the President 
and a party of guests in motoring 
to the Washington Cathedral cere- 
monies. So great was the crowd 
inside the church that they moved 
it through a sea of umbrellas hoist- 
ed by hundreds who waited out- 
side. . 

Seated in the front pew of the 
Cathedral, the Chief Executive 
joined in the Holy Communion. He 
heard Bishop James E. Freeman 
deliver the sermon, saying that 
with the first Easter dawn, the dis- 
ciples found “a new power which 
changed them from impotent men 
to leaders of triumphant strength.” 

“Bower in one form or another,” 
Bishop Freeman said, “is the log- 
ical and legitimate quest of life.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt was joined at the 
early services by Mrs. Louis M. 
Howe and Mrs. Malvina Thompson 
Scheider, hef secretary. They were 
accorded protected seats near the 
platform. 

Masses of Easter lilies made fra- 
grant the decorations, both at the 
White House and the Cathedral. 
Accompanying the President to 
church were his son, James; Louis 
M. Howe, his secretary, and Mrs. 
Howe; and Mr. and Mrs. Angus 
Ames of Boston, house guests. Mrs. 
John Nance Garner, wife of the 
Vice-President, occupied a pew 
near the presidential party. 

Mrs. Roosevelt wore a new blue 
gown with blouse broad striped in 
blue and white, a blue straw hat 
with low crown and brim upturned 
at the side, blue cloak and white 
gloves. 

The day was observed quietly at 
the White House. Other guests in- 
cluded Mr. and Mrs. Basil D. O’Con- 
nor and their children. He is for- 
mer law partner of the Presidert. 
The President’s daughter, Mrs. 
Anne Curtis Dall, and her two chil- 
dren, “Sistie” and “Buzzie,” also 
were at the White House.

Only Meager Savings. 
Through a series of bills, mostly 
introduced at the instance of the 
Governor, the Legislature has made 
possible a reduction in expenses of 
county government through con- 
eclidations of some county offices, 
the reduction in fees and saiaries 


elimination of some local activities. 
But there was no effort on the part 
of the Governor nor any membe1 


lation looking to a reduction in the 
number of counties through consol- 
idations of two, three or four coun- 
ties, by which material savings to 
taxpayers could be effected. 

It is conceivable that there may 


smaller counties as the result of 
laws passed by the present Legisla- 
ture, but as far as the State gov- 
ernment is concerned the new con- 
golidation laws can effect only 
meager savings, insufficient to af- 
fect any tax bill even one penny. 

The Senate made an earnest ef- 
fort to reduce the number of jobs 
and lower salaries, but the bill was 
rejected by the House. It is now in 
a conference committee and the in- 
dications are that the two houses 
will be unable to agree on it. The 
Senate is proceeding on the theory 
that salary savings must come 
through the appropriation bills, 
though that is only a temporary 
expedient. 

Politics Stops Reform. 

Politics has had an influence in 
stopping many of the contemplated 
reforms. The Governor believed 
that economies could be had by the

bear sufficient influence to kill the 
bill providing for the change in 
system. 

Attorney-General McKittrick, sup- 
ported by legislators, conceived the 
idea of placing all the law functions 
of the State under his direction, 
to be accomplished by increasing 
the number of his regular assistants 
and giving him the power, with the 
consent of the Governor ,to employ 
such other special assistants as 
might be needed. 

This bill would have taken from 
the Governor the authority to name 
six attorneys for the Highway De- 
partment, two for the Public Ser- 
vice Commission and attorneys for 
the liquidators of the nearly 300 
closed State banks and trust com- 
panies. The Governor vetoed the 
bill holding this patronage to him- 
self but at his suggestion the Leg- 
islature is rushing to passage a bill 
giving the Attorney-General the ad- 
ditional regular assistants anyway. 

No Cut in State Taxes. 

The Legislature has passed laws 
to strike off penalties on delinquent 
taxes, hoping to induce delinquents 
to pay up, but it has not provided 
for any reductions in State taxes or 
abolished any of the activities sup- 
ported by taxation. 

The State government will cost 
less and there will be less to meet 
expenses during the present bien- 
nium, but the next Legislature can 
and will, if it follows the practices 
of the Legislatures in the past, 
build up the appropriations to their 
former levels. 

The appropriation bills so far 
passed, with a comparison of the 
appropriations for the same pur- 
poses two year ago, are: 

For salaries of legislators and 
expenses of the session, $217,000. In 
1931 the appropriation was $515,- 
000. This is from the general reve- 
enue fund. 

For the cost of assessing and cou- 
lecting the revenues, $700,000 from 
revenue fund. Two 
years ago it was $750,000. 

To retire State bonds and pay 
the interest on State indebtedness, 
$20,662,157.82 from the interest and

receipts from automobile licenses, 
the gasoline tax and the special 
blind pension tax. Two years ago 
the appropriation was $14,949,564, 
18. 
For distribution to cities and 
counties of the bus and truck fees, 
$136,674.96. Two years ago it was 
$106,189.70. The amount depends 
on the amount of fees received. 

Some Other Comparisons. 

For the penal institutions, $1,- 
649,195 from general revenue, and 
$17,734,618 from special funds. Two 
years ago it was $3,536,615 from the 
general revenue and $22,932,334 
from special funds. The _ special 
funds consist principally of earn- 
ings of prison factories, and the ap- 
propriations are mostly from a re- 
volving fund. The Legislature 
makes the appropriations large 
enough to permit the expenditure 
for prison operation and for raw 
materials of all the earnings. 

For the expenses of the Highway 
Department for administration and 
road building, $57,446,650 from the 
special highway fund, made up of 
receipts from the sale of bonds, 
and from the automobile license 
fees and gasoline tax. Two years 
ago the appropriation was $96,- 
901,648. 

For eleemosynary institutions, 
$556,418 from the general revenue 
fund and $3,760,986 from special 
funds derived from receipts for 
the care of private patients and 
from payments by counties for the 
care of charity patients. Two years 
ago the appropriation was $1,157,- 
160 from the general revenue fund 
and $4,974,838 from special funds. 

For pensions for the blind and 
the expenses of the commission for 
the blind, $3,590,254 from the blind 
pension fund. Two years ago the 
appropriation was $2,773,227. 

Salaries of Officials. 

For salaries of elective State of- 
ficials and their employes, supreme, 
appellate and circuit Judges and ex- 
penses of the Appellate Courts, and 
for salaries and expenses of the 
Public Service Commission, and 
Tax Commission, $3,523,155 from the 
general revenue fund and $1,390,988 
from special funds. Two years ago 
the appropriation was $4,014,916 
from general revenue and $1,397,- 
154 from special funds. 

The total so far appropriated Is 
$6,655,768 from the general revenue, 
to be compared with $9,973,691 two 
years ago, and $104,722,328 from 
special funds, to be compared with 
$144,034,954 two years ago. 

There is little remaining for leg- 
islative consideration this session 
except appropriation matters. It is 
expected that the Legislature will 
adjourn Wednesday.

W a college boy asked 

not long ago as we 

talked together. “What is con- 

science? What makes a thing

Women loathe them be- 
cause they do not get them suffi- 
ciently large. And hot water shrinks 
them badly. If you wear a size 6% 
ordinary glove, buy size NINE in a 
rubber glove, no matter how cum- 
bersome it seems when tried on in 
the store. For sweeping and other 
work, use very large or the special- 
ly treated lambskin gloves found in 
the housekeeping departments. The 
main idea is to use gloves so large 
that they may be slipped on and off 
dozens of times daily without con- 
scious effort. Before removing rub- 
ber gloves from the hands, dry with 
towel, then slip the thumb of one 
hand inside the front wrist of the 
other glove, and up, on the inside, 
between each finger. The air rushes 
in and aids removal. Never peel 
them off wrong side out! Use dish 
mops and mild soaps and powders 
as much as possible, for dishes, 
pots, pans and sinks. 

Heat from the oven and from 
burners used for frying and boiling) 
is even more injurious to hands; 
than dishwater. It not only dries, 
but parches, scorches and sears. To. 
prevent ugly, discolored, leathery 
hands, and brittle, broken, warped 
nails, ALWAYS use long-handled 
cooking forks, spoons and ladles. 
Be sure to make or buy some of 
the ‘ittle quilted pads for use when 
taking things from the oven. If 
you depend upon dishcloths, it’s 
only a matter of a short time be- 
fore hands will show burns, tough- 
ened fingertips and broken nails. 
These pads should be at least six 
inches square, and should be kept 
near the oven door, where use be- 
comes automatic. Thrusting the 
face near the oven to peer at its 
contents is injurious to both face 
and eyes. Draw the pans out in- 
stead.

Ape children naturally aim to 


please, 

The approval of their parents 
is the most important thing in the 
world to them, and, unless the task 
is made impossibly difficult, they 
bend every effort to win and keep 
that approval. 

It is upon this fact that the suc- 
cess of all habit-training depends. 
Where the parent exploits it wise- 
ly and with thought only for the 
child’s own good, he learns to fit 
himself smoothly into his daily 
routine, 

The desire to please is essential 
in making a social being out of the 
little savage that is in every child, 
but it is of doubtful value in teach- 
ing him to think independently or 
in developing his native originality. 
And it is here that parents and 
some teachers often do an enor- 
mous amount of harm. 


The child comes to them with an 
idea which he would like to ear- 
ry out and they~discourage him 
because his doing so would be mo- 
mentarily inconvenient, or merely 
because they have never before 
heard of a child doing such a thing. 


He brings them a picture and 
they criticise it because it has no 
méaning to them, or because it is 
inaccurately drawn, or because they 
don’t like his color combinations. 


Sueh negative criticism from 
those whose approval is all import- 
ant to him serves to make the child 
doubt his own ideas, his own taste 
and to think them worthless. 
Aiming still to please, he turns to 
the sort of conventional activity 
which offers his parents and teach- 
ers no surprises and which there- 
fore meet their approval. 

Obviously under these circum- 
stances, orginality and imagination, 
initiative and independence: must 
suffer greatly, if indeed they are 
not altogether extinguished.

Each of the 19 gained in/ weight, 
and practically all their 
weight even when the insulin ther- 
apy was stopped. ‘ 

Most of the group treated were of 
the nervous, high-strung type of 
individuals, who were lacking in 
energy and became fatigued easily. 
A number complained of indiges- 
tion and poor appetite. Some were 
hearty eaters, but of the thin type. 

While this use of insulin repre- 
sents a new and valuable method 
of treatment in certain types of 
nondiabetic malnutrition, it is not 
a panacea. 

Not every thin individual is a fit 
subject for insulin treatment. Fur- 
thermore, it should be borne in 
mind that insulin is a potent agent 
and that it is dangerous to use, ex- 
cept under strict medical supervi- 
sion.

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CHAPTER THIRTEEN. 


EANWHILE, in the North the 
]Hf Democrats were assembling for 

the State convention. One after 
another men whose names were 
projected as gubernatorial possibil- 
ities were knocked down like so 
many ninepins. Gov. Smith could 
see no one but Franklin in the job. 
His telegrams availing nothing, he 
sought the co-operation of Eleanor, 
who was also at the convention. 
She, however, feeling that it was 
less than fair that his decision 
should be influenced by any one, 
would not lend herself to persuad- 
ing him in this direction. He sought 
to find out whether Franklin would 
run if he were drafted, but Eleanor 
could tell him no more than hz had 
already discovered for himself. Call 
after call was put in for Franklin, 
but he could not be reached. The 
Governor decided that his inacces- 
sibility was a piece of strategy that 
sooner or later, with enough persist- 
ence, must crumble. He knew that 
eventually Franklin. must run out 
of excuses for not coming to the 
telephone. Finally at two in the 
morning he reached my son and, 
after a series of the refusals he 
anticipated, he put the question this 
way: “If the convention nominates 
you anyway, will you.decline to 
run?” 

There was an imperceptible si- 
lence, a hesitation that lasted long 
enough to supply Gov. Smith the 
answer for which he was looking, 
and a few minutes later he called 
his friends together and announced, 
“Franklin D. Roosevelt will be 
your candidate for Governor.” In 
a few seconds the spirit dominating 
the convention changed from one of 
gioom to one of whole-hearted 
preparation for victorious battle, 
but in Warm Springs the atmos- 
phere was charged with something 
closer to despair. 

The little white house, called “The 
Little White House” not because of 
any future aspirations, but because 
it happened to be an accurate .de- 


scription, might have been the scene 


of a funeral. Misery hung over it 
like a pall. Telegrams of congrat- 
ulation’ poured in, but the cottage 
was desolate. 

Finally, I am told, Franklin's 
cheery voice was heard to remark, 
“Well, if I’ve got to run for Gov- 


ernor, there’s no use in all of us 
getting sick about it!” 
v 0 

HAT we who were close to 

W him feared was that by in- 

terrupting his treatments at 

this time he might be retarding or 

even his recovery. But 


as it happened, he thrived on the 


excitement of the vigorous cam- 
paign he inaugurated at Bingham- 
ton, N. X., and was heard to say, 
“If I could campaign another six 
months, I believe I could throw 
away my cane.” 

He waged a tireless battle, mak- 
ing countless addresses before or- 


ganizations, speaking over the air 
and traveling an average of 175 
miles a day by car. His program 
of attack was reminiscent in a way, 
of that other campaign, the first he 
made for the State senatorship. It 
differed only in the issues involved. 
He had definite ideas about the de- 
velopment of water power, about 
prohibition, agriculture and iabor 
legislation. On none of these prob- 
lems did he leave any doubt as to 
where he stood or what he meant 
to do in the event of his election. 
On- Nov. 9 the citizenry of 
New York State went to. the 
polls and by a gratifying 
majority evidenced their choice of 
Franklin for Governor. 


My recollection of Franklin’s in- 
auguration in 1928 is a memory 
that will never grow dim. The 
ceremony was simple and like most 
others of its kind, I suppose, ut 
it was made infinitely impressive 
to me by the presence of Gov. 
Smith on the platform who, in of- 
fering me his congratulations, re- 
called with a touching tenderness, 
“My mother was on the platform 
with me for two inaugurations.” 

It was not long after that Frank- 
lin was steeped in what had come 
to be the traditional wrangle that 
faced every Democratic Governor 
who had a Republican Legislature 
to reckon with, It was no time at 
all before there was antagonism to 
Franklin’s water power bill and in 
many quarters one heard dis- 
gruntied mutterings over what his 
adversaries called “encroachment 
of the executive branch on the pre- 
rogatives of the Legislature.” So 
burning became certain technical 
issues that Franklin had to go +o 
law to prove the justice of his con- 
tentions and, although his views 
were not sustained in the lower 
courts they were upheld unanimous- 
ly in the Court of Appeals, thereby 
reversing not only this specific 
decision, but the attitude of the 
Legislature toward him in all fu- 
ture dealings. 


+ * *

familiarized himself thoroughly with 
each of the 57 counties.

The customary handshaking 
and speechmaking went on for so 
interminable a time that one of the 
members of Franklin’s. party 
decided to take a walk rather 
than listen any longer. On 
his peregrinations he bumped into a 
querulous old man who stopped 
him in an effort at discovering 
what all the excitement was about. 
“What's going on here?” he asked 
Franklin's aide. “The Governor of 
New York has arrived,” .he was 
told good-naturedly. “Oh, shucks,” 
the man replied with evident dis- 
appointment, “I thought it was 
Lindbergh!” 

Latter, when the incident was re- 
layed to Franklin he sympathized 
thoroughly with the old gentleman’s 
point of view, much to the annoy- 
ance of the aide, who felt that his 
chief was as much of a personage 
as any one needed to be. 


It. was, I rather imagine, as much 
as anything else, this unaffected 
talent for seeing the other fellow’s 
side of a question that promoted 
Franklin’s candidacy in the nomi- 
nation for the Presidency. The 
hope of victory in these trouble 
some times lay in selecting a stan- 
dard-bearer who was mentally ac- 
cessible and unafraid, liberal and 
progressive in thought and action 
and devoted to the interests of the 
many instead of the few. Those of 
us who had intimate knowledge of 
Franklin's accomplishments in the 
past had every confidence in his 
ability to qualify, and it. was not 
long before indications from all 
over the country pointed to a jus- 
tification of our view. ‘

verdict over the radio, for realiz- 
ing how much it meant to Frank- 
lin, I could not help but be some- 
what anxious. 

It seemed no time at all before 
Franklin was in the thick of the 
battle. Against the advice of his 
campaign managers, who wanted 
him to confine his activities to a 
few radio addresses, he set out to 
make a nation-wide tour of the 
country, scheduling speeches right 
up to the eve of election. Instinctive- 
ly he felt that a vigorous offensive 
would eventually force the Presi- 
dent to take the stump, and he was 
just as certain that once this was 
accomplished victory was a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

While I had not been enthusiastic 
over Franklin’s seeking the nomina- 
tion, once he became the candidate 
I felt it to be a great point that he 
be elected. I should have considered 
that I was missing a good deal had 
I not been able to attend the big 
eastern rallies and I wouldn't 
for anything, have given up 
my visits to Headquarters where I 
actually grew to know every eager 
face that was raised to me in wel- 
come. Such friends did we become 
that on that memorable Election 
Night, instead of remaining quietly 
in a chair receiving congratula- 
tions, as I suppose I should have, 
I fluttered up and down the crowd- 
ed corridors part and parcel of the 
excitement engendered by Frank- 
lin’s victory. . 

In the end I sought refuge in 
what I thought was a secluded cor- 
ner, but the newspaper reporters 
discovered my retreat and wanted 
to know at that unearthly hour how 
it felt to be the mother of a Presi- 
dent. I did not know, I told them, 
since Franklin was Governor at 
the time, but when in that moment 
the full import of his election was 
brought home to me, I had but one 
devout wish—a wish that amount- 
ed to a prayer—that as President 
of the United States he be a good
